SCOPE OF WORK WAS WIDE 


Work In The County Is Similar To 


Thai Outlined For The Riley 


Memorial Hospital 


Few people realize the vast scope 


of work undertaken each year !»y 
Rush County Child Welfare associa- 
tion, and the results obtained from 
their ventures. The year from May 
1, 1922 to May 1, 1923, was a busy- 
one, and during that period alone 
201 underpriviledged children were 
given treatments in which physical 
It'i'ects w^re corrcc-ied. 


The association in this county 


has been a marvel to the state as- 
sociation, because of its wide ac- 
tivities and success, and the local 
organization has been doing the work 
bere in the county, -similar toAtliat- 
which is hcing outlined as the pur- 
posa of the Riley Memorial hospi- 
tal at Indianapolis. 


Even with the 201 cases taken 


care of during the past year, there 
:s siill much work undone, and in 
this connection the association has 
on their list 41 children having bad 
tonsils, who will be taken care of 
this summer at the Dr. Frank IT. 
Green hospital. 


Tiie Child welfare association has 


a list of all the poor children of 
Rush County. Each year the par- 
ents of these children are visited 
and any surgical or medical atten- 
tion the children may need is offered 
the children by 
the welfare, 
as- 


sociation free of all cost 
to 
the 


children provided the parents are 
willing for the association to do this 
for them. 


The Tri Kappa Sorority pays for 


all corrections for -the children un • 
derprivilodgcd in the city of Rush- 
ville. It also (laid Dr. John Lee the 
school physician for the extra time 
to make the physical examination of 
the 1,000 children in the 5 schools 
of the city. 


The Rush County Child welfare 


association 
includes the members 


of the Rush Comity Board of cliild- 
rens' 
guardians, and assists this 


hoard in its work throughout the 
county. 


During the past twelve months (he 


board of guardians has been .able, 
with the assistance of the child wcl- 
fgare association to look after 33 
neglested, dependent and delinquent 
children in private homes in Rush 
County. 


Only 13 of these are court wards. 


The remaining 20 were cared for 
without going through court. 


It costs the county 75 cents per 


day to keep a ward in an institu- 
tion. 
By assisting the board of 


guardians to find suitable 
homes 


for these 33 unfortunate children, 
the Hush County child welfare as- 
sociation 
has helped to save the 


county a good part'of the $9033.00 
it would have cost had each of the 
33 been made court \rards and each 
sent to an institution for a year. 


The next venture the Child welfare 


association has in mind is a day 
nursery for the city of Rushville. 
It is hoped this can1 be in running 
order as soon as school opens in 
the fall It will be for day time 
care for the children of mothers 
who must work for a living.

the workmen. The derriek, which has

road cars. 


The property of the! company, in- 


direct descendant of Cox and Yau- 
ky, which was known as the be.nt- 
wood factory when established in 
1893, now covers twenty-five city 
lots. The fact that the original site 
dtf the plant was on eight city lots 
reveals the growth of the industry. 


Cox and Yaiiky retained control 


until 1902, when Reynolds and Clif- 
ford took over the plant, with, Mrs.

Frank Reynolds, the principal own- 
er and manager, '(Sime to Rushville 
in 1901, and he and Mr.

Reynolds Manttfkcturing company. 
A few years ago Mrs. Cox also re- 
tired and George B. Moore, Jr., who 
resigned as county clerk a few 
months before his term expired in 
December, 1920, became'interested 
in the business and identified with it.

It has been said that 
Edward 


MaeDowell would nj>t permit one of 
his compositions to appear on in 


American program for he- dis- 


iked approval of his work solely on 
;he ground that it was American, 
and wished his compositions to win 
recognition only if they were merit- 
orious and were able to stand com- 
parison with the works of Euro- 
jean composers. 


One of the lecturers at the recent 


convention of the Indiana .Federa- 
;ion of music clubs said that just 
as a flower forced for indoorigrow- 
ing becomes frail and 
.dies, so 


American music, if forced beyond 
ts strength by American enthus- 
iasts, will be denied its' natural 
growth and development. 


Indiana has recently won a dis- 


iinct honor in the way of prizes of- 
fered for American compositions. P. 
tfarius Paulsen, of Marios and In- 
dianapolis, was the winner of'-the 
$1,000 prize offered last August by 
Elalaban and Katz of the' Chicago 
theatre, for an American orchestra 
composition. In this contest some 
ninety applicants entered^-represent-. 


ing thirty states. 
The award was 


made two weeks ago. The judges 
on the committee, besides the Chi- 
cago musi(* critics, were Felix Bor- 
owski, Adolf Weidig and conductor 
Finsfon, of the Chicago Theatre or- 
erestra. The selection was reduced 
to five compositions and the prize 
was awarded to 
"Four Oriental

stands on a. concrete foundation at 
the rear of the mill. It is operated 
by a man who sits in -a tower where 
•he has -a view of the whole yards 
and can get the signals from the 
men handling the hooks on the chain 
with which the logs are lifted from 
the ears and deposited in the yards. 
Logs shipped on flat cars are rolled 
off without the aid of the derrick 
into 'a shed, where yardmen may 
work on bad days. Formerly, before 
the shed- was erectcd,"the plant on 
some occasions' ih'ad to close down 
because the weather was so bad that 
men. .could not get logs out of the 
yard to the band mill. 


Each log is inspected, to see/ if 


there are any wails in it, .and • the 
mud is cleaned off, before it 
is 


loaded onto a small car, running oh 
a small -track, and pulled into the. 
t>and mill with power from the 75- 
horsepower engine that operates the 
band mill. 


The logs are Tolled off on an in- 


clining .platform and are held there 
by large shoes. When the sawyer, 
who operates the, band saw 
and 


truck carrying the logs, when they 
are sawed, needs 'another log, 
ihe 


releasesi the shoes by pushing 
a 


lever, and one of them rolls on to 
the truck, .the. shoes flying back in 
place in time to oateh the other logs 
rolling down the incline. A' set of 
iron .claws, similar to the hook used 
in turning logs by -hand, is .auto- 
matically raised and turns the log 
around7 the way the sawyer wishes

it, ready for the band saw. Atfter the 
log is partly sawed,the iron claws 
arje-ured to turn it over." 


Two men ride on the truck, .oper- 


ated by steam power, -Which runs 
back and forth in front of the band 
saw, and.one of them -with 
levers 


regulates the thickness of the lum- 
ber cut. A log is thus" sawed' up with 
great speed and accuracy compared 
with the old methods. 


The .band saws are changed every 


four hours due to the 'fact that they 
axe .constantly . operating while the 
mill is running. One man devotes all 
'of his 
time to.sharpening saws, 


having ^special -power Machines for 
this purpose. 


As the boards come from 
the 


band" saw, they are sorted' and dis- 
tributed -to swing saws where they 
are.sawed to whatever lengths de- 
sired and then to rip- saws to be 
sawed for the proper width.1 There is 
also a band re-saw, which is used 
in some .cases for special work and 
is fed by hand. 


The company keeps 'a large sup- 


ply of staple lumber in stock, which 
is stacked in the yards. It is stacked 
at a sKgilit incline so that it can 
dry more' easily 'and the rain will 
run off. A system" of tracks run all 
through the yards-for transporting 
lumber to be stacked and to .be 
shipped. 


The company h-as four stable's for 


horses and three teams of mules that 
are used in yard work and for .city 
delivery and a long garage for its 
four -logging trucks, the motor bus 
that is used1 by the men who saw up 
the timber, two coupes used by lum- 
ber buyers,- a small delivery truck 
and passenger cars owned by "mem- 
bers of the firm. One mechanic is 
husy all the1 time keeping the ma.- 
c-hines in repair. He has a shop -at 
one end of the-garage. T*vo new log- 
ging trucks are just -being added to 
fhe company's, fleet. The other two 
have been in use for five years. 


The stables -are scattered over the 


company's property, all of the hors- 
es not being hmised nnder one roof 
to avoid 'a: complete loss in case of 
fire. The' building formerly occupied 
by the Sterling Buggy company, ae- 
cross the street from the lumber 
factory, is used for storage, and the 
' 
part of Unas' also been con- 


verted into ia stable. Other buildings 
include a double corn crib with a 
capacity of 2,000 bushels. 


The -company's land extends from 


Tenth street, along- the . Big Four 
railroad to- the alley between Eighth 
and Ninth 'and west ifronr the Big 
Four between Ninth! 'and Tenth to 
Oliver street, -with the exception! of 
two small lots faicing Ninth' street 
which are occupied by houses. Two 
lots facing Arthur between Eighth 
'and Ninth, were recently purchased 
for storing -wood and other ground 
facing Eighth street is leased from 
the railroad.
